‘This will enable parties, who i 
have securities with the Bank, to release 
the same after paying the Bank’slien upon 
them, The money received by the liquida- 
tor is to be paid into an account whidh will 
be opened with the Bank of Bengal, but 
against which the liquidator will have no 
power todraw, The arrangement proposed 
by the advocate General and sanctioned by 
the Court, was necessary in order to free 
the numerous securities the Bank“ holds 
against certain advances, and will be so far. 
a relief to the parties concerned. . 

There are no means of realising yet the 
full extent of the. disasters to. which this 
great’ failure must” give rise. We_ shall | 
doubtless hear soon enough of the heavy 
losses which have fallen upon shareholders | 
and depositors in the Mofussil, but the | 
most bitter tidings will be those which each 
succeeding mail from Europe will carry here. 
We shall hear of veteraiis of both the Ser- 
vices having lost the hard-earned savings of 
years—years spent under the heat, the 
weariness and all the drawbacks of an In- 
dian climate, in order that at length there 
‘might be enough in:the Agra Bankto secure 
a competence and thankful rest in England. 
In one fell swoop the result of this toil of 
years has been carried away, and many au 
old soldier will be left in the evening of 
life to fight ayainst those cruel enemies— 
disease and want. But sad.as will be the 
case of many who had hoped, after years of 
exile, to enjoy a happy indepeudence in 
their nativé land, there will be a sadder 
picture to contemplate; and that is the 
fate of those poor widows and orphans who 
aresolely dependentupouthe property which 
they hold in shares of the Bank. Not only 
will their late incomes be swept away, but 
as shareholders they will be liable. for all 
further calls. Many a household’ where 
sorrow never entered, has its shadow upon 
the threshold now. _ It is terrible to think 
of the wide-spread misery that inevitably 
must. accrue. from this disaster. 

“was the ruin occasioned in India years ago 
by the failures of the great Agency Houses 
~—the North-Western and the Union Bank 
—it will have been as nothing in magni- 
tude, we féar, to that which has now been 
brought about by the suspension of. the 
Agra Bank,—-Ibid, June 16.

All articles of Japanese production may 
be conveyed from any place in Japan to 
the Ports open to foreign trade free of any 
tax or transit duty other than the usual 
tolls levied equally on all traffic for the 
maintenance of roads or navigation. 


Articte VI. 

In conformity with those articles of the 
treaties concluded between Japan and For- 
eign Powers which stipulate for the circu- 
lation of foreign coin at its corresponding 
weight in native coin of the same descrip- 
tion, dollars have hitherto been received at 
the Japanese Custom house in payment of 
duties at their weight in Boos, (commonly 
called: Itcheboos ), that is to say, ata rate 
of three hundred and elevew boos per hun- 
dred dollars. The Japanese Government 
being, however, desirous to alter this prac- 
tice, and to abstain from all interference in 
the exchange of native for foreign coin, and 
being also anxious to meet the wants both 
of native and foreign commerce by securing 
an adequate issue of native coin, have al- 
ready determined to enlarge the Japanese 
Mint so as to admit of the Japanese Gov- 
ernment exchanging into native coin of the 
same intrinsic value, less only the cost of 
coinage, at the places named for this pur- 
pose, all foreign coin or bullion in gold or 
silver that may at any time be, tendered to 
them by foreigners or'Japanese. It being 
essential, however, to the execution of this 
measure, that the various Powers with whom 
Japan has concluded Treaties should first 
consent to modify the stipulations in those 
Treaties which relate to the currency, the 
Japanese Goverment will at once propose to 
those Powers the adoption of the necessary 
modification in the said stipulations, aud 
on receiving their concurrence will be pre- 
pared from the 1st of January 1868 to carry 
the above measure into effect. 

The rates to be charged as the cost of 
coinage shall be determined hereafter by 
the common consent of thezcoutracing pur- 
ties. 


Articte VIL 


In order to put a stop to certain abuses 
and inconveniences complained of }t the 
open Ports, relative to the transaction of 
business at the Custom-house, the landing 
and shipping of cargoes and the hiring-ot 
boats, coolies, servants, &c., the contracting 
parties have agreed that the Governor at 
each open port shall at once enter. into 
negociations with the foreign Consuls with 
a view to the establishment, by mutual 
consent, of such regulations” as shall effec- 
tually put'an end to these abuses aud in- 
conveniences and afford all possible facility 
and security both to the operations of trade 
aud to the transactions of individuals. 

It is hereby stipulated that in-order to 
protect -merchandize from expoztre to 
weather, these regulations shall inelude the 
coveriug in at each port of one or more 
of the landing places used by foreigners for 
landing or shipping cargo.

sua APPRENTICES. 
(From Mitchell’s Maritime Register, May 12.) 


In the regent discussion, at the United 
Service Institution, upon the existing con- 
dition of the Mercantile Marine, special re- 
ference was made to the growing scarcity of 
Britis Seamen, and to the inferior des- 
cription. of men that are dow taken ‘on 
board Merchant ships, more particularly in 
the Oversea Trade: Since we last referred 
to this important subject, we have received 
a number of communications from Ship- 
owners and others, the general purport of 
which seems to be, that the remedy for the 
existing state of things is to be found in a 
return to the compulsory Apprenticeship 
system: Itis now several years since we 
first stated our views ou this subject. : We 
have always felt, in common with the great 
majority of the. Interests we are identified 
with, that the Shipowner, having been de- 
prived of all the protection he had enjoy sd 
previous to the repeal of the Navigation 
Laws, and having been thrown unreserved- 
ly into competition with the foreigner, was 
entitled to be relieved from all the burdeus 
and restrictious imposed’upon. him under 
the former sysiem, including the obligation 
to carry Apprentices. We were not un- 
aware that the abolition of the compulsory 

pprenticeship system would touch the 
supply of Scamen at its source, but we sug- 
gested that the effeet of that abolition might 
be compensated for by the establishment 
of training ships, and*the reluctance of 
Shipowners to take Apprentices overcome 
by increasing the stringency of the law gov- 
erning: their indentures. We had the sa 
tisfaction of finding, subsequently, that the 
Comission appointed to consider thé best 
taude of manning the Navy adopted our 
yiews respecting the training sbi» system, 
and reported in favour of it, and that the 
recommendations of: the Commission. in 
this respect were endorsed by the Merchant 
Shipping, Counnittes.” There has always 
been, and there is, considerable difference 
of opinion amongst the Shipping Interest 
on the ‘subject of the Apprenticeship sys- 
tem—a great many of*the Shipowners in 
toe Foreign Trade appro ¥ 
law, whilst those in the Cousting Trade a‘t- 
vooate the compulsory system. The whole 
subject was examined thoroughly by the 
Merchant Shipping Committee, though the 
report contained no reference to it, proba- 
bly on account of the conflict of opinion 
amougst the witnesses examined. Among 
the suggestions made by those who were 

favourwble to the voluntary eniployment of 
Apprentices, were several which it would 
be difficult, if not iampossible, to carry out. 
For} example, it was suggested that Gov- 
ernment should pay a premium to Ship- 
ownbrs for. cach entice emuloyed and 
trained iu the Service; that. they should 
be reimbursed in the event of their taking 
more Appreutices than they required ; and 
ona witness asked that Shipowoers who 
took Appreutices,slrould have a monopoly 
of the Colonial Trade. A proposal that no 
man should be shipped as an Able Seaman 
who could-net produze a certificate that he 
had servedhasu boy for three, four, ar five 
yours, w.3 wet, though, perhaps, not alto- 
gether disposed of, by the objectiun—that 
a requireinent of the sort would lead Sea- 
men to give the preference to foreign ser-

Mr S. R Graves, at pre- 
sént. member for Liverpvol,! was one of 
those who, though favourable to a return 
to the law cf coinpulsory Apprenticeship, 
believed it could never be_carried out, ex- 
cept. in connaction with the training ship 
aystem, comprehensively organised. ‘I 
want (said Mr Graves), in place of having 
the vacuuin of 10,0U0 boys filled from what 
{| you muy call at most the refuse of society, 
that we may, in a comprehensive scheme, 
encourage respectable parents to send their 
lads to these training ships, But any sys- 
tem will be perfectly useless, in my opinion, 
} unigss, either by voluntary co-operation or 
compulsory obligation, there is some -boud 
to make the total number which is brought 
to sain keeping with the total drain which 
is to be filled up.” 

Assutning, then, thata return to the com- 
pulsory. Apprenticeship system would not, 
under existing circumstances, be aéquiesced 
in by the Shipowners, and ought not to be 
imposed upon them, the solution of the 
question at issue must be sought in the es- 
tablishment of training ships,-and jn the 
amendment of the law of Apprenticeship. 
Io the year 1859 there were 21,849 Appren- 
tiess on the books of the department of the 
Registrar-Geveral of Seamen. [n 1865 this 
number had fallen to 19,072, showing a de- 
{ crease .in seven: years of 2,777. ‘T'bis de- 
> erease, although by no means so great as 
‘many unacquainted with the fact have sup- 
posed, is still a matter for serious considera- 
tion, and no time should be lost in arresting 
® process which will in time extinguish the 
' principal source for the supply of our Sea- 
‘men. A Correspondent, in one of thé com- 
munications above referred to, who is fa- 
vourable to the compulsory system, says 
“a month at sea ‘is better than years in 
school-ships.” There is some truth in. this 
observation; but there can be no donbt 
that training ships, properly orgauised and 
eonlucted, would produce’ a continuous 
supply of boys, whom Owners and Ship- 
masters would be glad to receive and to 
give the preference. The. few traning 
schools in existence have worked rasonably 
well, although one, if not two, of them are 
-reformaiories for young offenders, who are 
not the class of boys whom Shipowners 
might be expected to. prefer.. What séems 
to be required is, the establishment of one 
or more training ships at all the‘leading 
Ports in the Kingdom. There are plenty of 
ships on the Admiralty list that will never 
be used in the service of the country again.

priated to a-better purpose than that of |

the Apprenticeship ‘law, the Shipowner 
complains that-he has no inducement to 
take Apprentices, who may never com- 
plete their identures, and whom he is power- 
less to control or hold to their contracts. ' 
This is an evil inherent in the contract of ; 
Apprenticeship. It is one'of those peculiar 
agreements by which a person under age 
is permitted by law to bind himself upon 
the general ground, as luid down by autho- 
rity, that ‘if the agreement be for the be- 
nelit of the infant, it shall bind him,” but 
that “ he may elect to avoid the agreement 
at his fullage, or even while under age, if 
it be manifestly for his benefit so to do.” 
If, therefore, the Shipowner is to be induced 
to take Apprentices, he sliould have some 
security that the latter will perform their 
part. of the coutract, and that he will not 
be left to make up the coniplement of his’ 
crew at an hour's notice, by reason of the 
desertion of. his Apprentices. These- are 
some of: the thoughts suggested by the al- 
leged scarcity of Seamen, and the existing 
condition of the Apprenticeship system. 
The questions involved are of great gravity, 
and, sooner or later, must bs brought un- 
der the uotice of Government and the Le- 
gislative; but not with a view tothe re- 
enactment of the compulsory Appreutice- 
ship law.
